THE HOUSING REPAIRS BILL 












MB: HAROLD MACMILLAN has now tabled the Bill* 14% 

to give effect to the Government’s proposals on rents 37" 
and repairs as set out in the recent White Boas “Houses— 2e' 
the Next Step.” The Bill is a substantial one of 43 clauses 3. 
and five schedules. Even so, it is not, so to speak, complete 'iq-. 
in itself since it has to be read in conjunction with a good deal Gag 


of existing legislation, notably the Housing Acts and the Rent 
Acts. Moreover, if the Bill becomes law in its present form, Bigs 
it will be supplemented by regulations made by the Minister. © 
It is inevitable that a measure of this sort should be compli- | 
cated, but it is to be hoped that Parliament and the official 
draftsmen will endeavour to be as clear and as simple as is 
consistent with accuracy ; this measure, it should be remem- 
bered, will concern many millions of people. 


The most important feature of the whole Bill—and doubt- 
less the most interesting to the building industry—is the new 
definition of fitness for habitation. In considering whether a 
house is fit for habitation, the local authority are in future to 
have regard to the following matters :— 

(a) repair; (6) stability; (c) freedom from damp; 

(d) natural lighting; (e) ventilation; (f/f) water supply ; 

(g) drainage and sanitary conveniences; and (h) facilities *% 

for storage, preparation and cooking of food and for the i» 

disposal of waste water. 

The Bill goes on to say that the house shall be deemed to be & 
unfit “ if and only if it is so far defective in one or more of the & 
said matters that it is not reasonably suitable for occupation in 1% 
that condition.” 

This new definition is similar but not so well worded as that 
recommended in 1946 by the sub-committee on standards of — 
fitness for habitation appointed by the Central Housing § 
Advisory Committee. If a new definition be necessa 
—and in this connection it is interesting to recall that only a 
year or two ago the Association of Municipal Corporations 
suggested that it was not—the Minister might well consider 
adopting the wording suggested by the standards of fitness | 
sub-committee. z 

The proposed definition is vital to the Government’s new 
scheme. In the first place, it sets the standard for the admin- 
istration of the Housing Acts—the service of statutory repair 
notices, the making of demolition and closing orders, the 
designation of clearance areas, and the compulsory purchase 
of houses at site value. Second, where a house is not reasone 
ably suitable for occupation having regard to the matters 
specified in items (5) to (A) of this definition, the tenant will be 
able to obtain from the sanitary inspector a certificate of | 
disrepair under which he can refuse to pay the new rent. | 


How far, having regard to these objects, is the new definition 
equitable and sensible? It rightly concentrates on the basic 
structural and sanitary aspects, and does not deal with ameni- | 
ties—such as bathrooms and hot water systems—important 
as these are. But, even so, this definition seems to lack ; 
realism and may involve some injustice to the landlord. @& 
Take, for instance, the storage of food. There is, under the # 
general law (as distinct from local Acts) no power by which © 
a local authority can require the provision of accommodation 7% 
for the storage of food when approving the plans of a new 
house. It is a little odd, therefore, to say to a landlord that 
his house is unfit for habitation or that he cannot claim the , 
repairs increase because the house does not contain adequate 
accommodation for storing food. Admittedly, local authori- ‘ 
ties have been able for years past to make by-laws under the © 
Housing Act requiring the provision for such accommodation 
in working-class houses ; but where such by-laws have been 
made and enforced, the landlord has been entitled to claim an 
increase in rent for having made an improvement. Again, 
in the matter of water supply and sanitary conveniences, the 
existing tests of unfitness (as laid down in section 188 of the 


* Housing Repairs and Rents Bill. H.M. Stationery Office. 1s. 6d. 
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1936 Housing Act) refer to “ absence of adequate and readily 
accessible water supply or sanitary accommodation ” ; the new 
definition may be interpreted as meaning that there must be 
a piped water supply and separate sanitary accommodation for 
each house. 

It is easy to be misunderstood in this connection ; we do not 
mean to suggest that every house should not have its own food 
storage accommodation, piped water and w.c. In our view, 
landlords should be compelled to provide these facilities where 
they are lacking. But the object of the present Bill is to 
provide the landlord with a rent increase to enable him to 
keep his properties in good repair. It is surely unrealistic 
and inequitable to provide that the landlord shall not obtain 
that increase unless he complies with new and stricter stand- 
ards. The more sensible course would be to adhere to the 
present tests of unfitness as the condition of the landlord 
getting the increase ; at the same time the newer and stricter 
standards should also be enforced, but in respect of them the 
landlord should be allowed to claim the usual permitted 
increase for improvements. As it stands, the Bill seems likely 
to defeat its objective of making it possible to check the 
deterioration in the condition of rent-controlled houses. 

The detailed provisions of the Bill only serve to confirm 
the impression created by the White Paper that the Govern- 
ment’s new proposals will be of little assistance to the many 
“small” landlords who simply do not possess the resources 
to put their houses into a sufficient state of repair to claim the 
increase. We would once again urge the Government to 
consider the position of these landlords. 

Other provisions of the Bill seem to be more soundly based. 
The conditions for obtaining an improvement grant under 
the 1949 Housing Act are to be relaxed in several respects. 
The owner of the house is to be allowed to increase the con- 
trolled rent by eight per cent per annum of his contribution, 
instead of six per cent as before. Architects’ and surveyors’ 
fees may be included in the cost of making the improvement, 
and thus rank for grant. The maximum grant is still to be 
£400, but the upper limit for the total cost of the scheme 
(including the owner’s own contribution) is to be removed. 
Finally, the owner will have to show that the house when 
improved will provide satisfactory accommodation for ten 
years instead of 30 as previously. It is doubtful, however, 
if many owners will want to put in money at eight per cent 
if the house is likely to last only for ten years. 

The Bill also makes provision for grants to local authorities 
to rehabilitate slums pending demolition. This grant is to 
consist of two sums: (a) an annual payment equal to one-half 
of the loan charges on the cost of purchase ; (6) an annual 
payment of {2 5s. fora maximum of 15 years. If the Minister 
thinks that the amount spent by the authority on maintaining 
the property is inadequate he may suspend the whole or part 
of item (6). The authority must also make a contribution 
out of the general rates of £2 5s. per annum. Presumably, 
there will be nothing to stop the authority from spending 
more if they wish to. For instance, some authorities appear 
to be thinking in terms of installing baths, etc. In any event, 
local authorities are now to be completely freed from rent 
control (hitherto only those houses within the Housing 
Revenue Account have been exempt), so that they will be free 
to charge an increased rent to cover the cost of such items. 


TIMBER IMPORTS 


THE Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Commission 
have done a useful piece of work in reporting on the 
nature and effects of the restrictive practices which exist in 
the timber trade. The Commission not only found that the 
importers conduct their affairs so as to restrict competition 
but considered that these restrictions are harmful to the 
public interest, and should be abandoned. 
The Commission were requested by the Board of Trade in 
October, 1951, to investigate the existence of restrictive 
Practices in the supply of hardwood timber, softwood timber 
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and plywood. Their report (published on October 27) 
is a detailed and painstaking examination of the arrangements 
which exist for the import of these three classes of timber, 
and must carry a good deal of weight. It is disappointing 
that the President of the Board of Trade, in his statement 
to the House on October 27 (The Builder, October 30), 
merely summarised the main report without giving any 
indication of the Government’s views or intentions. The 
report was presented to the Board of Trade last July, so that 
there has been ample opportunity for the Government to 
decide what action it should take. The absence of any 
statement of policy must inevitably raise the suspicion that 
the Government propose to shelve the report. 

The report explains that, although the trade as a whole is 
competitive on price, the channels through which most timber 
is imported are regulated by a system of Approved Lists. 
There are three such Lists—one for European softwood, 
one for hardwood, and one for plywood. These Lists con- 
tain the names of United Kingdom agents employed by over- 
seas shippers and of UK importers. The agents on each 
List undertake to negotiate sales of the timber covered by the 
List, and the importers on each List undertake to buy such 
timber only through agents on the List. Admission to the 
List is controlled by committees of agents and importers 
and, although these committees have a wide discretion, an 
applicant is generally expected to have established himself 
already as a non-importing merchant, and to have achieved, 
or to show that he is likely to achieve, a substantial volume 
of trade. It is an essential feature of the system that timber 
users should be excluded from the Lists, and even a link with 
a timber-using concern prejudices a merchant’s chances of 
inclusion. 

Imports from Russia and North America are not controlled 
in this way, but most of the timber from these sources does 
in fact pass through agents and importers’ on the Approved 
Lists, so that the chances of getting into the timber-importing 
business without being on a List would appear to be slender. 

There seems to be some confusion as to the effect of these 
restrictive practices on prices. In paragraph 293 of the report 
the Commission record their opinion that, if the Approved 
Lists did not exist, the tendency would be for prices to be 
lower. But in paragraph 300 the Commission state: “ We 
cannot say that the restriction of competition which is inherent 
in the system has raised to any substantial extent the ow 
of timber to industrial users, or of houses, furniture and other 
articles to consumers.” In this latter paragraph, however, the

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CORONATION PAINTINGS 


A Current London Exhibition 


IR DAVID ECCLES, MP, is clearly 
letting fresh air into what used to be 
regarded as “ official ’’ stuffiness, largely 
by enlisting the right sort of help. By 
general agreement, officialdom came re- 
markably well out of the Coronation set- 
ting, and the Ministry of Works’ follow- 
through has included arrangements to 
record the scene by a sensible choice of 
artists. 


The results are an exhibition of Corona- 
tion Paintings in the Pillared Hall of the 
new Whitehall Gardens Government 
offices, open to the public from 10.30 to 6 
(not Sundays) until further notice. The 
works are destined for HM Embassies 
and Consulates and other buildings here 
and abroad, most having been purchased 
out of a fund started by the Minister. 


The destination is important—our official 
buildings are not always good advertise- 
ments for British arts—and makes it 
necessary to distinguish between good 
documentary records (for those who were 
not here) and good paintings and drawings 
(from the point of view of those who were, 
and like to be reminded of it). The latter 
can be done virtually by “ shorthand ”’ 
memorisers, and in many cases these are 
successful : but the two qualities do not 
always coincide. 


An excellent example of the right com- 
bination seemed to me Osbert Lancaster’s 
“St. George’s Hospital’? (No. 65), not 
only as exactly the right subject for him 
but because, as I said at the time in these 
pages, the hospital’s decoration scheme 
seemed so exactly right. On the whole, 
less than justice has been done to the 
Coronation coach, which I would have 
thought so eminently “ paintable,”’ and 
there are several works which remain 
merely typical of the artist, into which the 
occasion has been dragged rather in- 
cidentally.

REORGANISATION PROPOSED 


IRTHER reports from the Order and 
FY Methods Division of the Treasury 
mn the working of Coventry Corporation 

ents have now been published. 
The main conclusion of the report on the 
Architectural and Planning Department 
is that the architectural work is split into 
too many sections, which should be 
reduced in number and enlarged. 

“The ability of the City Architect and 
his deputy adequately to control and 
co-ordinate the work of the sections is 

red by the large number of sections 
involved,” states the report. “‘ Moreover, 
the Architect’s sections are each too small 
tobe as effective as working units as they 
might be. These weaknesses are re- 
fected from time to time in inequalities 
in work—loads among individual archi- 
tects, an uneven flow of work to the 
quantity surveyors, a less effective use of 
staff, and a diminished control of building 
costs by the architects and quantity 
surveyors.” 

The report recommends that the nine 
architects’ sections should be reduced 
to four larger sections, with the heads of 
sections getting an increase in status and 
slary. “‘ This would be more than offset 
by the savings resulting from the greater 
efectiveness and more economical use of

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The report also recommends that the 
Chief Administrative Assistant should be 
made an aide to the Deputy City Archi- 
tect, responsible for keeping central con- 
tol records, co-ordinating agreed pro- 
grammes, investigating staffing needs in 
xctions, and co-ordinating inter-section 
procedures.

Ga think that many of your readers 

will agree that those officials of the 
Ministry of Education who are responsible 
for publicity have gone to considerable 
lengths to “ put over”’ to the Ministry’s 
advantage the case for the erection of this 
school, and the result dees them very great 
credit, but, to those who know anything 
about the building of schools, the following 
facts emerge :— 


(a) To base costs per place on “ ten- 
der ’’ prices is manifestly absurd, as the 
final account is the only figure that 
matters. Everybody knows that during 
the progress of the job the increase in 
the costs of labour and materials alone 
is often in the region of six to eight per 
cent. Doesn’t the Ministry of Edu- 
cation wish to wait for the real costs ? 


(6) Constructional time is not to the 
point when the building is ‘partially 
occupied, but when all the work is 
completed. 


(c) When reckoning constructional 
time, the time taken for the preparation 
of all the drawings, specifications, etc., 
should be considered. 

(d) A new building may be con- 
sidered to be cheap, but the cost of 
maintenance may prove it to be very 
dear. 

Last, but by no means least, is the 
value of publicity to all those firms 
engaged in either the erection or equip- 
ping of such a “ spot-light’’ experimental 
building for a Government department; 
this should, of course, have its influence 
in costs, speed of erection, etc. 

It is hoped that the suggestion that this 
experiment be “ vetted” and reported 
upon by the Association of Education 
Committees be permitted to take place.

CHANGING CONDITIONS IN 
BUILDING 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In the article by Mr. James 

Nisbet on this subject, in your issue 

of October 30, there is a clear implication 

that quantity surveyors are not capable of 
measuring heating and electrical trades. 

In my opinion, this implication is not 
correct. Small plumbing and drainage 
installations are frequently designed and 
measured by quantity surveyors, and 
electrical and heating installations on a 
small scale do not present any greater 
difficulty. Specification and design data 
are readily available from publications 
issued by the Institute of Plumbers and 
the British Electrical Development Asso- 
ciation and are readily comprehended. 
As for larger installations, clients should 
be persuaded to permit their architects 
to get their designs on to their drawings 
and into their specifications; the quantity 
surveyor could then prepare the bills.

IR,—The challenge to-day is not to 

the professional quantity surveyor 

but rather to the building trade as a 

whole. Are we to continue using an 

outworn and inefficient system or change 
to one more modern ? 

Mr. Nisbet points out that a large pro- 
portion of contracts consists of provisional 
amounts, the quantity taking for which has 
been done by the specialists concerned, 
and the total amounts inserted in the bills 
of quantities. 

The professional quantity surveyor can 
have no quarrel with this procedure, but 
it is a matter for serious consideration by 
the building owner. 

According to Mr. Nisbet, the pro- 
fessional surveyor is 50 years behind the 
times, but that does not prevent him 
making the assertion that quantity taking 
by specialists is often done by unskilled 
people, which is probably another way of 
saying that it is not done by professional 
quantity surveyors. 

It is to be hoped that the building trade 
will continue its natural trend in the 
direction of all trades, including the older 
ones, handling their own quantities taken 
from contract documents replete to the 
last screw, American fashion. 

If the so-called specialists submit to 
any other course they will surely be taken- 
off, worked-up, billed and generally be- 
devilled into a state of inefficiency similar 
to that of the older trades.

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RELEASE OF RETENTION MONEYS 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Our attention has been drawn to 
a report in your issue of October 23 
(page 638) of a decision by the Associa- 
tion of - Municipal Corporations with 
regard to a proposal made by a limited 
company for securing the earlier release of 
retention moneys held in respect of build- 
ing contracts by the use of maintenance 
guarantee bonds. 

We are, of course, not aware of the 
identity of the company whose proposals 
were under consideration nor of the nature 
of the proposals themselves; but we 
have some knowledge of schemes which 
make use of maintenance guarantee bonds 
for these purposes and find some difficulty 
in understanding the conclusions of the 
Association’s Law Committee. 

On the general problem the committee 
appears to have taken the narrow view and 
considered the proposals strictly and solely 
from the point of view of local authority 
administration. It is possible, we conceive, 
that the use of these bonds would add a 
complication—though not in our opinion a 
very serious one—to the administration of 
building contracts. Nevertheless, because 
a thing is more difficult, it should not neces- 
sarily be ruled out if it can be shown that it 
will produce a countervailing general advan- 
tage. 

It is hard to believe that the use of main- 
tenance guarantee bonds could seriously 
be considered as likely to add other than the 
most infinitesimal fraction to the expenses 
of the administration of a contract. On the 
other hand, from the contractor’s point of 
view, the earlier release of the retention money 
will enable him to surrender an equivalent 
amount of the accommodation which he at 
present relies upon banks to provide. The 
reduction in bank charges should more than 
cover the cost to him of the bond and, for the 
rest, should enable him initially to quote a 
lower price to the local authority in his tender. 

We do not understand the statement that 
acceptance of guarantee bonds in lieu of 
retention money would cause greater difficulty 
in resolving a settlement following a dispute 
which might arise. If the matter comes to 
arbitration, it is surely unlikely that an arbi- 
trator will be affected by the form in which 
the local authority has taken its security; while 
in the remainder of cases, where presumably 
an amicable and mutually acceptable solution 
is envisaged, we should be loth to think that 
the local authority would attempt to put 
pressure on the contractor through its holding 
of the retention fund; nor can we see that 
the introduction of a third party would make 
the contractor more remote from the local 
authority during the maintenance period. 
Whether there be a maintenance guarantee 
bond or a retention fund, it is the contractor 
who will have to make good any defects. In 
the latter case, if he defaults he will forfeit 
some or all of the retention fund; in the 
former, besides the immediate penalty he 
must pay, he will have to look forward to 
increased difficulty on future occasions in 
providing a guarantee bond—a serious handi- 
cap if the use of maintenance guarantee 
bonds becomes usual in the industry. 

The foregoing has already dealt with the 
point that, whether there be a bond or a 
retention fund, it is the contractor who must 
fulfil his maintenance obligations. We can- 
not believe that it can seriously be maintained 
that there will be any difficulty in recovering 
from the guarantor in case of default ; nor 
that there will be difficulties arising in con- 
nection with claims under variation ‘of price 
conditions.

Mr. Macmillan opens Silver 


Jubilee Show 


THe Government’s recently announced 
policy on housing, “ Operation Rescue,” 
was a challenge to the building industry, 
hoth as to whether the work involved could 
be done and if so at a reasonable cost, Mr. 

HarOLD MACMILLAN, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, said when he 
opened the Silver Jubilee Building Exhibi- 
tion. at Olympia. on Wednesday. This 
challenge, he added, was one that he was 
sure that the industry would meet. 

The opening ceremony, at which leaders 
yf the industry and the allied professions 
were present, was presided over by Mr 
Howard Robertson, ARA, PRIBA. 

The Minister said it seemed strange to 
ook back to the position two years ago. 
We then embarked upon the great task of 
adding 50 per cent. to the output of new 
houses. At that time it was quite a strain 
to find ways of doing it. Owing to the 
economic problems of the day and the diffi- 
culty of foreign exchange, we had to invent 
and improvise in all sorts of ways. 

“That lesson has been useful to us,” he 
idded. ‘We still need maximum skill and 
efficiency. The difficulties we have got over 
may come again. 

“Meanwhile, it is good to know that just 
two years later timber is free again. But 
that does not mean that it should be wasted 
For it is all a charge upon the foreign 
exchange 
“We had no hope of building that extra 
100,000 houses without a steadily mounting 
production of building material. I want to 
pay my tribute to all the materials producers. 
masters and men, who have helped me. The 
cement producers have added 13 per cent. 
to their production, and next year they will, 
[am told, add still more. The brickmakers 
have increased output by a fifth, another fine 
record. The cast-iron pipe makers have got 
us Over a shortage that might have crippled 
us. Through the whole range, from bricks 
to bath taps, you will find that production 
§ going up. 

“Encouraged by this sense of confidence, 
we are now going to tackle the second part 
“and indeed the bigger part of the housing 
problem—-the old houses. And we are going

The recent Government White Paper 
rightly stated that the total amount of build- 
ing that could be done would depend on the 
success which the building industry achieved 
in building faster, better and cheaper. 

Sales of mechanical aids for building 
during recent years had reached record 
levels and this was proof of the industry’s 
readiness to use up-to-date methods wherever 
possible. But he reminded plant manufac- 
turers that there was still a pressing need 
for machines of the right price and quality 
to suit the purse and requirements of the 
smaller contractors. 

Mr. Horsfall said that delivery dates, par- 
ticularly for bricks. were much farther ahead 
than was compatible with the proper organi- 
sation of building work. So to the materials 
manufacturers he said, “ Thank you very 
much for the efforts you have made already. 
But we are looking for even bigger achieve- 
ments in 1954. 

“The building industry, as the housing 
figures for this current year show—and I am 
sure the Minister will agree with me here 
—is not slow to make the best of the oppor- 
tunities it is given to expand output and 
improve efficiency, and in proposing a hearty 
vote of thanks to the Minister for coming 
along to-day and officially declaring this 
Exhibition open, I would like to assure him 
that all members of my Federation pledge 
him their whole-hearted support in carry- 
ing out the important and vital building 
tasks which lie ahead.” 

The vote of thanks to Mr. Macmillan was 
seconded by Sirk LUKE FAWCETT, immediate 
past-president of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives, who pledged the

Proposals for a University of Malava 


EASTON & ROBERTSON, ARCHITECTS 


‘i University of Malaya in 19§2 appointed Messrs. 
Easton and Robertson as architects to prepare 
a scheme for University buildings on a site of 1,400 
acres, about 20 miles to the north of the centre of 
Singapore. ‘The scheme, which is at present being 
considered by the University authorities, will ultimately 
provide complete residential accommodation for 2,500 
students and for staff of all categories and their families. 
totalling a further 3,500 persons. The total cost has 
been estimated at 145m. Straits dollars ({17m.). The 
scheme and report have been accepted by the University 
and it now remains to be decided by the Malayan States 
and Singapore whether the necessary finance can be 
provided to enable the work to be carried out. 

The site is a very fine one, at present covered with 
rubber and other trees and scrub. Intersection by 
ravines produces rather violent changes of level and 
views over a fine sheet of water and the densely covered 
forest reserve added attractions. Only the smaller 
southern part of site is so far provided with the essential 
anti-malarial draining ; hence development would start 
there and would include the Nucleus, i.e., large and 
small halls, administration, etc.; the Library; and the 
Faculties of Arts and Social Studies, of Science, of 
Medicine. An Institute of Marine Biology has a separate 
site on the shores of the Straits.

The orientation of buildings so that their long axis 
runs east and west, plus a thermally well-insulated roof, 
provide the basis for the best internal conditions of 
ventilation and lighting possible in the Malayan climate. 
Hence we have planned most of the buildings in this way, 
and where inter-connecting blocks are required we have 
used these blocks for accommodation which might in any 
case require to be air-conditioned. Where such blocks 
exist, the type of construction would be modified so that 
the walls also would be well insulated against the rays 
of the east and west sun. Account also has been taken 
of the need to ensure that the fabric of the building is 
such that it does not accumulate too much heat during 
the day only to re-emit it during the night and thus 
cause further discomfort. 
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SUMMARY OF CONCLUSIONS 

The architects summarise their conclusions as follows : 

(1) That the southern part of the site should first be 
developed and that on it should be placed the principal 
parts of the university in convenient relation to the main 
access road and to each other; also that sufficient 
residential accommodation and other facilities should be 
provided there so as to permit of proper functioning at 
several interim stages of development. 

(2) That the nature of the site indicates an informal 
manner of planning. 

(3) That considerations of cost, of the stage-by-stage 
construction which is inevitable, and of climatic considera- 
tions, all point to the advisability of low buildings. 

(4) That the high installation and running cost of air-

This provides all the departments required in a 
modern medical school. ‘Totalling 364,000 sq. ft. 


It ts proposed (1) That bricks, cement and timber of 
local origin would be the basic materials; (2) That 
units of precast concrete construction should be devised 
which could be made on the site or locally in large numbers 
and which could be erected by non-skilled labour on the 


Site. 


We have not yet had the opportunity of discussing 
this with the local contractors and supply organisation, 
but there seems no reason why such an arrangement 
which has been used elsewhere should not be found 
suitable. A type which we have employed on kindred 
structures is that of a precast skeleton frame with floors 
of pre-cast slabs screeded over to form a monolithic 
structure. 

Wall panels in the present case would be of brick or 
concrete block rendered and there would be extensive use 
of varying types of prefabricated panels with insulation 
where solid and with heat-resisting glass in the window 
sections. In the case of the east and west faces of the 
library stack room a system of metal panels with openings 
fitted with controllable louvres is suggested. 


(3) Pitched roofs in general are assumed to be covered 
with Marseilles or Indian tiles, but in certain sections, 
especially those of the Nucleus and the Library, we have 
in mind the use of copper sheeting as covering.

HIS house was designed by the architect for his own 

occupation. It has an area of 1,084 ft. super, plus the 
garage and fuel stores of 168 ft. super. It has been erected 
on land purchased from the Hemel Hempstead Develop- 
ment Corporation. ‘The house was occupied in November, 
1952, and was built in 13 weeks. 


Construction : Strip concrete foundations ; load bearing 
walls I1-in. cavity gable walls and 4}-in. cross walls.

‘The heating 
boiler for space heating and hot water is an Ideal boiler of 
62,500 BTU in the kitchen which has a grey mottled 
enamelled jacket. The roof space and heating pipes are 
insulated with a glass silk blanket. The curtains to the 
main window and french door in the living-room are 
designed to cover one wall completely when closed.

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TIMBER 
DEMONSTRATION HOUSE, 
BETHERSDEN, KENT 


‘i [[S house is the result of seven 
years’ research. Until recent 
months it had not been possible to 
build an all-timber house of such 
ambitious design owing to various 
Government restrictions. These, 
however, have now been relaxed. 
Known as the ‘‘ Coronation ’”’ 
house, this dwelling replaces Colt’s 
first post-war prototype single-storey 
demonstration house which, by 
present standards, would be far 
too “utility’’ in design. The Coron- 
ation house has been designed to 
incorporate as many individual de- 
tails as possible to show the flexibility 
of Colt construction. For those 
wishing for more individual types 
of plan, Colt construction lends 
itself to variation since it is based 
on a 4-ft. module grid. This means 
to say that the firm is prepared to 
supply units to clients or architects, 


for incorporating in a house of 


different design from its own, 
utilising other materials such as 
brick, concrete, steel-frame, etc 

The builders have endeavoured 
to show as wide a variation of 
finishes in the house as possible in 
order to dispel the belief that 
timber houses lack finish. 

The softwood content of the 
house has been kept down to 1.6 
standards per 1,000 sq. ft., and the 
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extra timber required has been 
made out of Empire hardwoods. 
The exposed beams in the rooms 
are of pine, but the window joinery 
consists of red meranti ; the exterior 
doors are made of ramin and the 
downstairs strip flooring is ramin 
secretly nailed. The upstairs floor 
is of standard-type deal. The roof 
is of cedar shingles which are both 
light and durable, and weather to a 
silvery grey colour. The external 
weatherboarding is meranti from 
Malaya. 

Some of the weatherboarding is 
laid vertically and some horizontally 
to give emphasis to different parts of 
the building. ‘The design has been 
treated in a functional way, so that 
although the appearance is tradi- 
tional, all the detailing follows a 
contemporary style. 


Inside, the plan is an adaptation 
of the Kent type 100/A,_ but 
showing an additional bedroom, 
making the total area about 
1,100 sq. ft. Being a demonstration 
house which is liable to continual 
alteration and ultimate removal

within a few years, quite a number 
of details have been omitted such as 
a brick chimney stack, electric 
wiring and plumbing installation. 
It is for this reason that there is 
only one dormer window instead of 
two, which would be more desirable 
upstairs. Use has also been made 
of decorative papers, and the glazed 
partition between the hall and 
dining-room was considered to be 
the best solution to the open type of 
plan so popular in America (in 
warm climates), but so impractical 
in England with fuel shortage, 
money shortage and limitation to 
the size of houses. 

The cork staircase provides a 
quiet finish without the constant 
worry of wear and cleaning occa- 
sioned by the normal use of stair 
runners. 


The cost of the superstructure of 
the house would be approximately 
£1,200, and the total cost ready to 
move in need not exceed £2,600 
exclusive of land.

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4 THE question of increasing architects’ 

@ & alaries was the subject of a meeting con- 
vened by the Association of Building Tech- 
nicans, held at Caxton Hall, Westminster, 
SWI, on November 6. The matter was first 
raised in an article in the Architects’ Journal, 
Mr. D. A. C. A. Boyne was in the chair and 
opened the proceedings. 

Mr. DouGLAS RICHARDSON (author of the 
original article) said that the purpose of the 
meeting was to consider the establishment 
of an Association of Architects, Engineers 
and Surveyors with the object of preventing 
members of qualified staffs from being 
underpaid. No chartered learned society 
uch as the RIBA) could have the requisite 
guthority and liberty of action to represent 
the very large proportion of its members 
interested in this matter. Learned societies 
were established for the advancement of 
knowledge and not for the financial benefit of 
those who constituted them. The object of 
their existence was not the amendment of 
sales of remuneration for those of their 
members employed on a salaried basis. 
Hence an independent association became 
inevitable. 


Among the abuses to which such a body 
could address itself was that of advertising 
and making an appointment at a particular 
salary and, after the appointment had been 
ken up for some months, expecting work 
i0 be carried out for which a much higher 
lary should be paid, and attempting to 
obtain economy by insignificant increments. 
Beyond this there was the fact that the 
uncontrolled entry of students into archi- 
ecture and certain similar professions 
caused the number of qualified persons to be 
in excess of the requirements of the building 
industry, It was wrong to train students for 
appointments which could not exist, and 
only by relating the number of architects to 
the requirements of the building industry 
could overcrowding and degrading of the 
profession be avoided. Such increases as 
nad been made in the salaries of professional 
‘tafls since 1939 were in the great majority 
ol cases disproportionately low when com- 
pared with either the depreciation of the 
currency, or the improvements obtained in 
ther occupations which had powerful trade 
uions behind them. 


ADDITIONAL FUNCTIONS 


In addition to arranging scales of salaries, 
tules of conduct, conditions of service and 
‘imilar matters there were other things which 
uch an organisation as he proposed could 
deal with. He suggested that it would exist 
‘or the benefit of its members in whatever 
“apacity they might be engaged in the build- 
Ng industry. He proposed that the sug- 
ested association should not interest itself 
in any way in any political party; it should 
fot use the cessation of work method to 
achieve its ends; and its membership should 
o% entirely y oluntary. 


_ But the association could not perform its 
“utes properly unless it was vitally interested 
in the national policy governing the industry 
°n which the livelihood of its members 
“pended. For example, he _ considered 
“ere was misdirection of the national build- 
ng effort at present. The policy and regula-

sufficient adjustment to meet vital and vary- 
ing requirements. 


Continuing, Mr. Richardson said that the 
Association of Building Technicians met the 
requirements of the organisation he pro- 
posed, but he thought it would be well to 
alter the title to “ Association of Architects, 
Engineers and Surveyors.” In the interest 
of all, the ABT’s link with the Trade Union 
Congress should be maintained; because, 
whether building technicians liked it or not, 
it was essential for them to co-operate with 
other unions in order to have sufficient 
strength to achieve their objects. 


THE ARCHITECT'S STATUS 


Mr. Harry MoncricFr, FRIBA, followed 
with an address on the status of the archi- 
tect, and the kind of organisation needed to 
get the architect what he was worth. He 
contended that the ABT was the only body 
that could do the job. First of all, what was 
an architect in a key position worth? Was 
he worth as much as a top lawyer or the 
director of a brewery? Consider such an 
architect as that of Coventry or of Steven- 
age New Town; how could you place his 
worth in terms of what he contributed to 
human happiness? Such architects and town 
planners played a vital part in the efficiency 
of the nation, in the health and happiness 
of us all. He would place them next after 
top engineers, whom he considered our most 
valuable human material, and above lawyers 
and directors of breweries. At the other end 
of the scale was the newly qualified architect. 
What was he worth? Some people said £10 
a week, others £15; if we valued him rightly 
for his contribution to society there could 
be no question the figure should be nearer 
£15 than £10. 


Then there was the group leader. He was 
an architect and the equivalent of a private 
practitioner with a small office. For years 
the ABT had written and argued against the 
pyramid system of organising large offices, 
and he thought that fight was now being 
won. But, whereas before the war, people 
would say, “ He is doing well, you know, he 
gets a four-figure salary;” they said the 
same to-day as if there had been no rise in 
the cost of living. The £1,000-a-year man 
of the 1930’s ought to be getting something 
approximating £3,000 now. As to the less 
fortunate, if the group leader was in London, 
doing virtually the work of a principal, how 
could anyone think of him as less than a 
£1,000-a-year man to-day? 


In getting what architects would consider 
reasonable salaries, he thought the prestige 
of the profession was important. It was the 
business of the RIBA to look after this, with 
all other organisations backing it up. It was 
its job to uphold the dignity of the pro- 
fession, and to make the art and science of 
architecture appreciated. But the Royal 
Institute could not function as a trade union, 
and if it could not, what then? Many 
people suggested a new organisation; but 
what would be the objects of such an associa- 
tion? They would be (1) to build up the 
prestige of architects; (2) to keep under re- 
view and make recommendations on the 
whole question of the organisation and 
employment of architects; (3) to negotiate 
salaries: and (4) to consider the whole trend 
of the building programme and make recom- 
mendations thereon. 
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Bound up with all this was the question 
of recognition. To set up a new organisa- 
tion would be a slow, troublesome and 
expensive business, whereas the ABT was 
already in the field and had been for 30 
years. It was recognised. It had obtained 
benefits for its members at Coventry, at 
Gateshead, and on the National Coal Board. 
On one occasion a joint deputation of the 
RIBA and ABT had waited on the LCC, 
endeavouring to get that body to change its 
mind about putting the architect's depart- 
ment under the valuer. At the time the 
attempt had not succeeded, but wiser. coun- 
sels had prevailed with the LCC in the end. 


LINK WITH TUC 


The ABT was affiliated to the TUC. 
When the Government was considering its 
policy on most issues it consulted the 
employers’ association and the TUC. The 
ABT was also affiliated to the NFBTO, a 
body which had helped the ABT to get 
recognition in various quarters. Some 
people thought there should be an organisa- 
tion for architects only—the ABT accepted 
into membership architects, surveyors, 
engineers and clerks of works. Very often 
architects, surveyors and engineers were in 
the same department, and if there were two 
departments both were responsible to the 
same committee. The salaries of architects, 
surveyors and engineers hung together. 
Clerks of works were in a different category, 
and the ABT was seeking ways to improve 
their status. No new body could have the 
experience, the loyalty and the enthusiasm 
that the ABT had built up over its 30 years. 

A number of speakers followed. One 
was Mr. H. W. SeLLey, who said that he 
and some others had come as delegates from 
Wales and were to report back to their con- 
stituents. Among these great dissatisfaction 
had existed in the past, and a claim had 
been put forward locally for uniformity and 
a review of salaries; but they had been told 
by the staff side panel of the local joint 
advisory committee that the National Coal 
Board scale of salaries could not be related 
to local government, and that the Hospital 
Board salaries were no better than those paid 
by local governments. The claimants were 
told to find out whether they were under- 
paid as compared with other architects and 
surveyors employed by local authorities. 
Such a reception showed that at local levels 
NALGO had no sympathy with professional 
staff. The wages of craftsmen in the build- 
ing industry had increased over one hundred 
per cent. since 1939: the increase in his own 
case did not approach such a percentage. 


“TIED TO CLERKS” 


Architects ought te obtain recognition for 
their professional status, and this did not 
appear to be possible so long as they tied 
their negotiating machinery to that of the 
numerous clerks employed by local govern- 
ment. The policy of NALGO did not allow 
for separate negotiations for professional 
staff. This body would not admit that any 
other body could deal with matters affecting 
professional people employed by local 
government, and although the National Coal 
Board and the Hospital Board scales were 
published in Keystone in July-August, 1952, 
the NALGO claimed credit for them, and 
published the scales in Public Service in 
February, 1953. 

There was also the question of the A to I 
scales published in the Local Government 
Service, dated July-August, 1952, ranging 
from £1,015 to £2,000. These referred to 
recommendations made in 1950 for engineers, 
surveyors and architects. A long-term poli 
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and also a short-term policy were now re- 
quired. On the short-term policy five ques- 
tions arose: (1) Under what conditions can 
the ABT negotiate with a local authority for 
architects, engineers and surveyors? (2) Who 
negotiated the National Coal Board and 
Hospital Board salary scale? (3) Why are 
the A to I scales operated in the Midlands 
and by certain London authorities and not 
throughout the country? (4) How many mem- 
bers have the ABT in the National Joint 
Council, and would any lack of representa- 
tion affect negotiations? (5) Would these 
questions and their answers have any effect 
on the scheme of conditions of service com- 
monly known as the Charter? 


NO BREAK WITH RIBA 


As regards a long-term policy there could 
be no breakaway from the RIBA and RICS. 
These societies existed for the benefit of the 
professional man however he was employed; 
but questions of salaries and conditions of 
service could only be dealt with by a trade 
union. The ABT was already in existence, 
and only needed the support of architects 
and surveyors to effect some improvement. 
Another way of effecting an improvement 
would be for salaried members of profes- 


sional societies to take a more active interest 
in those societies. 

Among the points raised in the debate was 
that of men doing responsible work as archi- 
tects but called technical assistants. It was 
claimed for the ABT that it could do some- 
thing to prevent this: The borough engineer, 
it was said, would not trouble to recognise 
the special contribution of a designer. Not 
every local authority was large enough to 
carry a borough engineer; some could not 
even carry a deputy. 

Mr. KENNETH CAMPBELL replied to a num- 
ber of questions that had been asked. As 
to whether the ABT or NALGO was re- 
sponsible for the benefits obtained for archi- 
tects under the National Coal Board and 
the Health Service, he said the agreements 
were the result of a joint effort of the ABT, 
NALGO and others. In the National Coal 
Board agreement every qualified architect 
was called an architect, and this principle 
had been followed in the Health Service. As 
to the architect being under the surveyor 
and engineer, the ABT could do something 
about this but it was mainly a task for the 
RIBA. 

The meeting closed with a vote of thanks 
to the chairman. 





SURVEYORS AND THE FUTURE 
Mr. G. A. Coombe’s Presidential Address to the RICS 


[8 his presidential address to the Royal 

Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
given at 12, Great George-street, SW1, on 
November 9, Mr. GEORGE ARNOLD COOMBE, 
MC, devoted the greater part of his time 
to taking stock of the opportunities that lie 
ahead of those engaged in the various 
branches of surveying in the course of the 
next few years. 

On quantity surveying, Mr. Coombe said: 
In considering the future prospects, I can- 
not help feeling that quantity surveyors are 
to-day handling half the work with three 
times the staff that they did before the war. 
That may be an exaggeration, and no doubt 
there are several quantity surveyors who will 
disagree with me. Nevertheless, I believe 
that to be a fair statement of the general 
position and, in seeking the reasons for it, we 
need look no further than the many compli- 
cations which beset building work to-day. 
What with licences, restrictions, controls, 
labour troubles and the like, three men are 
required to do the work which one man did 
before the war. I stand to be corrected on 
this, but I believe that the best firms will 
in time strive to return to the work per man- 
hour which applied before the war. 

At present, Government building of 
various kinds is proceeding apace and, 
coupled with the lifting of licensing restric- 
tions, this may well result in the profession 
finding itself unable to cope with all the 
demands for its services. But those demands 
are, I contend, of a temporary nature and 
are unlikely to persist for long at this level. 
Thus, at any time in, say, the next 15 years, 
when building has returned to normal, 
quantity surveyors may find themselves 
encumbered with staff whom they cannot 
adequately employ and who might easily 
become a drug on the market. 

Turning to housing management, the 
speaker said: It is only in recent years that 
the wisdom of employing qualified men in 
the management of housing estates has been 
realised. I am confident that an increasing 
number of local authorities will appoint 





chartered surveyors to the senior positions 
in their housing departments. Similar 
opportunities should arise in the new towns. 


LAND NATIONALISATION 


On the “explosive topic” of land nation- 
alisation, Mr. Coombe said: There are limits 
even to a surveyor’s gift for prophecy, and 
we may be well advised not to concern our- 
selves at this stage with such a nebulous 
and contentious policy. My own opinion is 
that, were nationalisation to occur, the State 
would find it impracticable to become more 
than ground landlords; and private owner- 
ship of land and buildings would not, in the 
long run, be radically affected, beyond the 
likelihood that private ownership of free- 
holds would become private ownership of 
leaseholds. In any event, I cannot envisage 
any serious decline in the demand for the 
services of the private practitioner, although, 
of course, the need would probably be 
greater for surveyors in public employ. 

On the “ problematic redundancy ” in the 
profession, the president said: I do not 
myself think that the cure lies in raising the 
standard of the examinations. Goodness 
knows, they seem to me stiff enough already! 
In fact, the required standard is so high that 
the danger rather lies in another direction: 
the danger of attracting not “able practical 
surveyors” but the pure academician, able 
to pass examinations without that sound 
knowledge of the land which is indispensable 
to the practice of the profession. Nor 
should we refuse to admit to the examina- 
tions anyone who has the requisite educa- 
tional qualifications, irrespective of family 
or scholastic origins. The profession must 
be open to all. 

The education committee of the Council, 
composed of men representing all branches 
of the profession, has this matter continually 
under review, and I think I am voicing the 
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The compulsory institution of articles of 
pupilage would, in my view, be an answer 
to this problem. But the difficulties in the 
way of implementing a proposal such as 
this, notably in central and local govern- 
ment offices, appear so insurmountable that 
I doubt whether it would receive the support 


of members. 


If, therefore, articles cannot 


be universally introduced, the onus falls upon 
the principals of firms in private practice 
and of Government and corporate-private 
ownership to exert greater discretion in the 
selection of employees who are to be pros- 


pective 
examinations.

NECESSARY STEPS 


To sum up, the steps which, in my sub- 4

Second: To adopt a policy of public 
education which, operating in conjunction 
with a raising of the status of the char- 
tered surveyor, will inevitably have the

ions Acts and to carry out the Government's 
housing policy, the Bill to deal with the 
complex problems of leasehold reform and 
the further town and country planning Bill. 

Much of this legislation will embody 
policies and reforms which we, as a pro- 
fession, have long been advocating. And 
here it is appropriate that I should place on 
record the Institution’s appreciation of recent 
acknowledgements, in three Government 
White Papers, of contributions which we 
have recently made to the study of national 
problems. In the White Paper on the 
Amendment of the Financial Provisions of 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, 
the Government took notice of our 
Memorandum of 1950 on the operation of 
that Act, and adopted as a basis for amend- 
ment certain of the proposals we made. 
More recently, another scheme we put for- 
ward in May, 1951, for allowing increases 
in controlled rents to cover the high cost of 
house repairs, has been adopted in principle 
by the Government in its scheme described 
in the White Paper “Houses—The Next 
Step” [summarised in The Builder of 
November 6]; although I am bound to add 
that the scheme has been modified by the 
introduction of a brake on rent increases in 
a form that is likely to detract from the 
effectiveness of our proposals, An important 
factor in the rent scheme is the actual 
increase in repair costs since 1939, and here 
the Government rely on the findings of the 
Girdwood Report on “The Cost of House 
Maintenance ’—a technical study made on 
the same lines as reports published by this 
Institution in 1951 and 1953, and arriving at 
very similar conclusions. 

Our impartial advice on matters of which 
we have special technical knowledge has 
always been available to successive Govern- 
ments, and we are proud to contribute, from 
our wide and varied experience, to the solu- 
tion of these important problems. It is one 
of the ways in which we strive to fulfil the 
duty laid upon us by our Royal Charter, 
“0 maintain and extend the usefulness of 
the profession for the public advantage,” and 
I would like to acknowledge the fact that 
the views we expressed on these particular 
matters have received very careful and 
courteous consideration in both Houses of 
Parliament as well as in the national and 
Provincial Press. 


PROFESSIONAL CONDUCT

Indeed, of him who 
aspires to be a true “ professional” man, 
membership of a body which insists upon 
1 Possession of certain standards of tech- 
‘san knowledge and proficiency is only a 

inning, 

Theology, law and medicine are the three 
spheres of human activity to which the word 


by its practitioners, and a certain altruistic 
conception of service takes precedence over 
the more mundane considerations of earning 
a livelihood. Professional practice is thus 
seen as implying undeviating devotion to a 
calling and to the interests of a client; it 
implies the observance of a strict ethical 
code; above all, it implies service before 
self. As Richard Hughes has said: 
“Whereas the economic man looks on work 
as the means to get money, the professional 
man looks on money as the means to do 
work.” 

This conception of work as an end in 
itself, something to be enjoyed for its own 
sake, may seem to us a little difficult to apply 
to some of the duties which we are required 
to perform; it is, nevertheless, a fine ideal 
at which to aim.

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OBITUARY 
WILLIAM MILBURN, FRIBA

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SUB-CONTRACTING IN HOUSE-BUILDING 


By H. F. BROUGHTON and W. J. REINERS, BSc 


ii has been stated that nearly two-thirds 

of the value of the work on every size- 
able building job is carried out by sub-con- 
tractors. While sub-contracting in the house- 
building industry has not developed to the 
same degree it is of sufficient extent to war- 
rant consideration in any study of produc- 
tivity in the industry. 

Sub-contracting in house-building is, of 
course, an old and tried practice, and while 
no statistics are available as to the extent 
of sub-contracting in the immediate pre-war 
period it is almost certain that the practice 
was much more common than now and par- 
ticularly so with bricklayers, carpenters and 
so-called “ ground workers.” Despite the 
lack of pre-war factual data, it may be help- 
ful to review sub-contracting methods in the 
industry during that period in order to pro- 
vide a clearer understanding of the problems 
involved in applying this form of organiza- 
tion in the post-war period. 

In the three years prior to the war private 
enterprise built three houses for every one 
built by local authorities, whereas in 1951 
local authorities built seven houses for every 
one bufit by private enterprise. Building con- 
ditions, methods, finance, etc., were obviously 
totally different in the two periods. The 
estate developer, who was a characteristic 
feature of the house-building industry in the 
immediate pre-war period was then respon- 
sible for a large part of the houses built for 
private ownership, particularly in and around 
the large towns. In its common form, the 
method adopted by the estate developer in- 
volved the purchase of a site which was 
developed with houses of fairly uniform 
design and specification. A ‘“ Show House ” 
was erected at the start of the development 
which served as a specification of the house 
for the buyer. 

Some estate developers, particularly in the 
south of England, sub-let all trades with the 
exception of certain auxiliary work. Each 
developer usually had his own group ef sub- 
contractors who continuously worked for him 
and “ followed ” him from job to job. Com- 
petitive tendering in the accepted sense was 
rare and the “ Show House” was the sub- 
contractors’ specification, both in form and 
quality. Price levels for all classes of work 
were known to both sides, and prior agree- 
ment was by negotiation. Tentative prices 
were fixed before the erection of the “ Show 
House” and were subject to slight amend- 
ment by negotiation on the completion of 
the prototype. Extras during the course of 
the contract were accepted only where work 
was required for a particular client or where 
repeat work was necessary due to damage by 
a subsequent operation. 

In contract house-building» for local 
authorities before 1939, sub-contracting as 
understood by the estate developer was not 
normally permitted. Sub-contracts could be 
placed only with the approval of the archi- 
tect, but the proportion of the work sub- 
contracted for local authorities usually 
formed only a small proportion of the whole. 


POST-WAR METHODS 


During the war, owing to the complete 
cessation of house-building, the majority of 
the sub-contractors’ teams were broken up 
and dispersed and although early in the post- 
war period an endeavour was made to reform 
and operate on the old basis, conditions for 
private enterprise building did not permit 
a resumption of pre-war methods. In con- 
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tract building for local authorities, on the 
other hand, a larger degree of sub-contract- 
ing has been permitted than formerly, al- 
though the post-war development of this 
form of organization has not followed the 
same pattern as in pre-war practice. Further- 
more, other problems have arisen owing to 
post-war conditions, which have tended to re- 
strict the degree of sub-contracting, particu- 
larly of the labour-only type. Price levels 
are not so clearly defined and tend to fluctu- 
ate widely. In consequence, the association 
of sub-contractors with main contractors is 
not of such a permanent nature as in pre- 
war practice. There is not now the same 
degree of certainty that a sub-contractor can 
or will make his labour available at the 
agreed times and the close integration of con- 
tractors’ and sub-contractors’ organisations 
which was common up to 1939 has not been 
re-established. 

In a survey of productivity in house-build- 
ing the results of which were recently pub- 
lished by the Building Research Station*, a 
study was made of the more general features 
of sub-contracting, including the extent to 
which it is applied and an assessment of 
its effect on productivity in the various 
trades. In the survey, information on man- 
hours and labour costs were collected from 
contractors’ and sub-contractors’ records for 
177 completed contracts. These contracts 
were finished between January, 1949, and 
March, 1951, and were chosen to be repre- 
sentative of traditional two-storey house- 
building for local authorities in England and 
Wales. 

The survey established that on the average 
25 per cent. of the work in house-building 
was sub-contracted, although this varied 
widely in the different trades. For example, 
sub-contracting was rare in excavating, con- 
creting, drainage and site works generally, 
whereas roof tiling, gas fitting, electrical 
work and ground-floor finishes were almost 
always dealt with by sub-contractors. The 
majority of sub-contracts included the sup- 
ply of materials,.though again this varied 
with the different trades. The frequency

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of “labour only” sub-contracts was much 
higher where bulk materials were inyo} 
such as with bricklayer and carpenter, but jn 
these trades the amount of sub-contracti 
was only small. Table | shows for each 
trade the percentage of contracts in which 
the work was carried out by the main cop. 
tractor or his sub-contractors and also those 
cases in which a part only of the work was 
sub-contracted. 

In about half the housing contracts the 
main contractor sub-let plastering, plumbing 
and painting. While approximately 70 per 
cent. of glazing was sub-let to specialists, 
the remaining 30 per cent. was usually done 
by the main contractors’ painters or 
plumbers, depending on local practice. The 
large extent of partial sub-contracting in 
floorlaying shown in Table I is due to the 
fact that the contractor’s bricklayer often 
lays the quarry tile floors and only the re- 
mainder of the ground floor finishing is sub- 
contracted. 

There was little difference in the frequency 
of sub-contracting on contracts of different 
sizes or for different types of contractor. 
Sub-contracting was, however, rather less 
frequent in the North than in the Midlands 
and South, except in the case of painting, in 
which the incidence of sub-contracting was 
slightly higher in the North than in the Mid- 
lands and appreciably higher than in the 
South. Also there were marked regional 
differences in the extent of “ labour only” 
sub-contracting. This practice was most 
prevalent in the South and occurred only 
occasionally in the North, undoubtedly to 
some degree influenced by pre-war practice. 

Reliable comparison between the labour 
expenditure of the main contractors and sub- 
contractors can only be made for the trades 
of plasterer, plumber and painter, since. as 
indicated above, it is only in these trades 
that a sufficient number of examples of both 
types were obtained. From the records of 
the contracts examined in the survey the 
labour expenditure of sub-contractors 10 
these trades was between 17 and 26 per cent. 
less than that of the main contractors for 
similar work (Table II). The magnitude of 
this difference was, moreover, confirmed by 
the more limited evidence provided by the 
data for the other trades. 

From the ranges of man-hours given in 
Table II it will be seen that the labour ¢x- 
penditure of some main contractors was less

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than that of some sub-contractors and, in 
fact, quite a few main contractors did achieve 
the level of labour expenditure of the average 
sub-contractor. None the less it can be con- 
fidently stated that on the average the labour 
expenditure of sub-contractors employed in 
house-building during the period covered by 
the survey was at least 15 to 20 per cent. 
jess than the average labour expenditure of 
main contractors for the same work. In 
addition, there is some evidence that the 
extent to which the work is sub-contracted 
affects the main contractor’s own labour ex- 
penditure. In the trade of carpenter the 
main contractor’s labour expenditure on 
contracts in which other trades, particularly 
finishing trades,*were sub-contracted to a 
high degree, was substantially lower than 
on contracts in which little of the work was 
sub-contracted. There is a similar effect, 
though much less pronounced, for the brick- 
layers. This suggests that the main con- 
tractor normally achieves a greater overall 
efficiency where he sub-contracts the finishing 
trades. It might be expected that where sub- 
contractors are employed for internal work 
there would be a greater urge to start their 
work as soon as the roof is .on, but there 
was no direct evidence that this potential 
advantage had been generally achieved. 


In many cases in house-building, the sub- 
contracting firm is a small concern with the 
principal himself actually working with the 
tools and this appears to have an important 
effect on the speed and efficiency of sub- 
contractors work. With the exception of 
gas fitting, more than one sub-contractor in 
three has a working principal, while two 
out of three plastering sub-contractors are 
in this category. Where this personal con- 
trol operated, a significantly higher rate of 
production was found in all trades. In some 
trades the effect may be attributed to the 


high rate of output of the working principal | 
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himself or, alternatively, to the supervisory 
effect of the principal on his operatives. 
Furthermore this type of sub-contractor, 
being usually a small firm, can be assumed 
to be highly selective in the choice of his 
operatives. 


The whole data collected, however, show 
that both the small and the large sub- 
contracting firms have their part to play in 
house-building, depending on the particular 
trade, the locality and size of the contract 
and to some extent on local practice. 


ADVANTAGES TO CONTRACTOR 


_ Apart from the potential saving in building 

time, the higher rates of production of sub- 
contractors shown in Table II are of less 
concern to the individual main contractor 
than the price of the sub-contract and the 
efficiency of the service provided. Since, 
however, the large majority of the sub- 
contracts studied in the survey were priced 
for labour and materials, no conclusive in- 
formation on the price charged for the 
labour element could be obtained. It is not 
possible, therefore, to say definitely whether 
the actual operational costs are lower on 
average when the main contractor employs 
his own labour or when he sub-contracts the 
work, but the observed reduction in labour 
expenditure, and the fact that many contrac- 
tors follow this practice, suggests that in 
many cases sub-contracting is competitive. In 
addition, this method of working has the 
definite advantage of limiting the main con- 
tractor’s liability and the potentiality of 
saving building time and consequently over- 
head costs. 

It has been shown that the employment of 
sub-contractors, particularly in some trades, 
can have beneficial results both from the 
main contractors’ and the national point of 
view. It is clear that the house-building in- 
dustry itself has already decided that on the

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majority of contracts it benefits by su 
contracting roof-tiling, glazing, gas fitting 
and electrical work. On the other hand only 
abcut half of the industry appears to be 
satisfied that sub-contracting the important 
trades of plastering, plumbing and painting 
is advantageous, The results, however, sug- 
gest that there commonly is an advantage 
and it is natural to ask whether an extension 
of this practice in these trades would not be 
beneficial to all concerned. Moreover, some 
consideration might be given to some satis- 
factory form of sub-contracting in the heavy 
trades where bulk materials are involved, 
which trades, in this post-war period, are so 
rarely dealt with in this way. It must be 
emphasised, however, that the employment 
of sub-contractors does not automatically fe- 
sult in economy or speedier work. On the 
contrary, unless the work of the sub- 
contractors is at all stages properly phased 
and integrated with the work of the main 
contractor and there is mutual understand- 
ing, the employment of sub-contractors may 
become a liability.

Government departments and organisations connected with the building industry, 
together with a continuation of the notices of trade exhibits begun in our last issue. 


MINISTRY OF WORKS 


[ MPORTANT features in the organisation and 
mechanisation of building work are featured 
in the exhibit of the Ministry of Works, Lambeth 
Bridge House, SE1. There are separate sections 
relating to the main stages of commissioning, 
designing and constructing a new _ building. 
These sections show how quick and efficient 
construction depends on good organisation and 
on close collaboration by everyone concerned with 
the work, from its inception to its completion. 
The exhibit emphasises, among other factors, the 
importance of supplying complete advance 
iaiormation to those responsible for design, 
construction and equipment; of careful organisa- 
tion in the use of suitable machines ; of detailed 
programming and progressing; and of clear 
understanding between supervisors and operatives 
on the site. [Stands Nos. 445, 447 and 449, 
allery.] 


MINISTRY OF HOUSING AND 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


UNDER the general title “‘ New Life for Our 

Towns,” the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government illustrates, on its stand, certain facets 
of planning, redevelopment and improvement of 
the residential areas of our towns and cities. 
There are three main subjects. First, the visitor 
is shown the relation between the major problems 
of town improvement and those of the redevelop- 
ment of a particular outworn residential area. 
The pros and cons of rebuilding that area at 
different densities and with different types of 
dwellings are discussed, and the outline of a 
solution incorporating a mixture of houses, 
maisonettes and flats is shown. 

Having illustrated by models and photographs 
examples of development in which flats and 
maisonettes are used alongside two- and three- 
storey houses, the second section proceeds to 
more detailed advice on economical aspects in 
the planning and design of flats and maisonettes, 
including economy in lifts and staircases, and 
economical provision of means of escape in case 
of fire. Advice is also given on the orientation 
of blocks to ensure maximum sunlight. 

The third section is devoted to “* Saving Our 
Older Houses.” Here, the benefits to be gained 
from improvement and conversion of houses 
structurally suitable for rehabilitation are illus- 
trated in panels which show how our older 
property can be given fresh life. The panel 
illustrates examples of the types of property which 
are suitable for improvement, or conversion into 
maisonettes or flats, and also the kind of work 
which would rank for an improvement grant. 
[Stands Nos. 453 and 455, Gallery.] 


THE DSIR EXHIBIT 


SOME of the work carried out by two of the 

Department’s laboratories, the Building 
Research Station and the Fire Research Station, 
is demonstrated by the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research, 5-11, Regent-street, 
SWi. The Building Research Station has

carried out a considerable amount of work on 
the speeding of house building by the use of a 
tower crane to handle materials and complete 
assemblies on building sites, and this method of 
house construction is demonstrated on the 
stand. Other subjects to be dealt with by 
models or display include a process for the 
production of bricks from power station fuel 
ash, hitherto a useless waste product, the 
properties of lightweight concrete blocks and the 
results ofa survey of British resources of concreting 
sands during which the distribution of these 
sands was reclassified. There is a cinema on the 
stand at which films showing the activities of the 
Building Research Station are presented. The 
Fire Research Station carries out a wide range of 
experimental work into the causes of fires, the 
behaviour of buildings in the event of fire and fire 
prevention problems. The exhibits of the 
Station illustrate some of the work at present in 
hand. [Stands Nos. 448, 450, 454 and 456, 
Gallery.] 


BRITISH STANDARDS INSTITUTION 


HE British Standards Institution, 2, Park- 
street, W1, are displaying the complete range 
of British Standards that are the concern of the 
building and civil engineering industries, as well 
as the British Standard Codes of Practice for 
building.

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CHARTERED QUANTITY SURVEYORS 
Sir David Eccles on the Industry’s Widening Prospects 


GIR DAVID ECCLES, Minister of Works, 

had some pertinent things to say on 
the future of the building and construction 
industries when he responded to the toast of 
the guests at the annual dinner of the 
Chartered Quantity Surveyors’ Committee of 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors, held at Grosvenor House, W1, on 
Tuesday. The chair was taken by Mr. E. 
Harold Palmer, chairman of the Committee. 

Proposing the toast of the 600 guests 

present, Mr. G. P. VALE, vice-chairman, 
Quantity Surveyors’ Committee, passed some 
amusing remarks on the quantity surveyor’s 
réle in the building industry, which may be 
summarised in his parody of Longfellow’s 
“Village Blacksmith,” as follows: 

Under a small percentage fee 

The humble * twicer ’’ stands 
A pale anemic man is he 
With ink upon his hands, 


The shirt upon his puny arms 
Gripped by elastic bands. 


His hair, what’s left, won’t be there long, 
His face . . . weil, if you can 

Imagine something neither good 
On section nor on plan, 

There’s none to give him credit, so 
He owes not any man. 


Week in, week out, from morn till night, 
You can hear his bellows blow, 

He’s short of breath—asthmatical— 
The twicing makes him so, 

His payment—like the evening sun's 
Unquestionably low. 

With scale, dividers, pen and rule, 
No fire—he’s much too poor, 

He scribbles hieroglyphics on 
His foolscap on the floor, 

No one but he knows what he writes 
Nor what he does it for. 


Continuing, Mr. Vale paid a tribute to Sir 
David Eccles’ “wonderful Coronation 
effort’; 1953, he said, would be a memor- 
able year for the Ministry of Works. Look- 
ing to 1954, he hoped that the Minister 
would be able to make a bonfire of the 
remaining controls on building. 


Team Work 

Sir Davip Eccies, Minister of Works, in 
his response, thanked Mr. Vale for the kind 
things he had said about his Ministry’s work 
and the Coronation. If they had got results 
it was because in this case the architects, 
surveyors and contractors had worked 
together as a team. 

Continuing, Sir David Eccles referred to 
the great change in outlook in the industry 
that had occurred since the new Govern- 
ment took office. Great things had been 
done, he said, since the Government had 
“got out of the way” and allowed all in 
the industry to do their jobs. Freedom and 
private enterprise could yet achieve results, 
and he believed that the passing of the 
control of softwoods would make a great 
difference to the industry. aoe 

He wished that all controls over building 
could go now, but while they could move a 
little further in that direction it was still 
necessary to keep some forms going, other- 
wise there would be “ overlapping ” in some 

arts of the industry. 

: In regard to the rebuilding of the City of 
London, the Minister said that they had 
tried to take, in the issue of licences, as their 
criterion the importance of the buildings to 
the national economy, but naturally the 
building owners had not agreed with them. 

When the licences had been issued, the gap 
before new building could start had proved 
to be “ disappointingly long,” but he believed 
that once they could establish the right 


rhythm, the pace at which the £40 million 
worth of rebuilding which, it had been esti- 
mated, was necessaty would be achieved in a 
reasonable time. 

What, Sir David asked, was to be the 
building industry’s reaction to the slum 
clearance proposals, the school building pro- 
gramme, and so on? 

It might be, he suggested, either that there 
was not now much need to reduce costs or 
to improve technique; in other words, to 
succumb to the “occupational disease” of 
full employment. Or, the industry might 
say “let us take this opportunity to reduce 
costs and improve methods of building.” It 
mattered a great deal which response the 
industry made; the Government had had to 
take the risk, but they believed that it had 
been a good risk. 

Referring to bills of quantities, Sir David 
Eccles thought that these were sometimes 
. finicky,” and he made a plea that they 
might be shortened to help get the work 
done, “Let us use the opportunities of full 
employment to go ahead,” he added. 

The toast of the guests was seconded by 
Sik RAYMOND EVERSHED, Master of the 
Rolls.

NOMINATED CONTRACTORS 
Firms Chosen for LCC Experiment 


THE LonpoN County CoUNCIL have now 
chosen two firms of building contractors 
and a consulting engineer for the start of 
its £24m. experiment, proposed in July last 
(The Builder, July 31), whereby a consulting 
engineer and a nominated contractor would 
be appointed to collaborate with the Coun- 
cil’s architect and quantity surveyor in the 
development of two housing schemes at 
Camberwell and Greenwich, 

The Housing Committee’s proposal in July 
stated that they believed that there was some 
scope for savings in cost and for the quicker 
construction of flats without extra cost if 
the planning of the design, erection and 
engineering work of a scheme of develop- 
ment could be undertaken by the architect, 
the structural engineer, the quantity surveyor 
and the contractor working together as a 
team from the outset. 

For the development of the Picton-street 
scheme, Camberwell, which is estimated to 
cost £1,680,000, Messrs. Ove Arup are the 
consulting engineers and Messrs. John Laing 
and Son, Ltd., the contractors. Messrs. 
Richard Costain, Ltd., will be the contractors 
for the mixed development of five-storey 
blocks of flats and houses, comprising 300 
dwellings, on the Brooklands Park site, 
Greenwich. This scheme, estimated to cost 
£631,000, will be constructed by the Schindler 
system and no consulting engineer will be 
required. Other members of these two teams 
will include Dr. J. L. Martin, FRIBA, the 
Council’s architect and representatives of the 
Building Research Station. 
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CONTROLS ON SOFTWOOD 
REMOVED 


Statement by Ministry of Materials 


(THE Minister of Materials, Lord Woolton, 

has made the Timber (Control) (Revo- 
cation) Order, 1953 (HMSO, price 2d.), which 
removes all restrictions on the acquisition, 
supply and use of softwood as from Novem- 
ber 13. From now on, softwood timber may 
be used without a consumption licence. It is 
estimated that the removal of licensing of 
softwood will save the completion of over 
500,000 forms per year by users. 

The Ministry of Materials state that a 
study earlier this year by officia's and repre- 
sentatives of the Timber Development Asso- 
ciation, Ltd., estimated that, provided prices 
were fully competitive, removal of softwood 
consumption licensing would increase con- 
sumption by about 110,000 standards (ap- 
proximately 10 per cent.) in 1954, a further 
80,000 standards in 1955, and another 40,000 
standards in 1956 above the present con- 
sumption of about 1,250,000 standards (a 
standard of softwood is roughly 24 tons). 
Since commercial stocks of softwood are 
very high (they will amount to some six 
months’ consumption by the end of the year), 
and additional supplies of home-grown soft- 
wood are also coming forward as a result 
of last winter’s gales in Scotland, the aboli- 
tion of licensing ought not to involve any 
significant increase in the level of softwood 
imports in 1954. 


Hardwood Imports 


The great bulk of hardwood has already 
been freed from consumption licensing and 
the new order now frees the few 
* scheduled” (dollar) hardwoods from con- 
sumption licensing also, though their import 
will con:inue to be restricted. Arrangements 
have been made for those users who must 
have dol’'ar hardwood for essential purposes 
to get supplies, and details are being cir- 
culated to all firms known to be interested. 

Simultaneously, the Board of Trade have 
removed the limits which were previously 
imposed on the import of hardwood from 
non-dollar, non-sterling sources. 


Notice to Importers 


1. THE BOARD OF TRADE have announced in 
Notice to Importers No. 596 the following 
revised arrangements for the import of tim- 
ber, veneers and certain other timber pro- 
ducts. 


Softwood 


2. Existing Open Individual Licences for 
the import of softwood from any source will 
expire on December 31, 1953. To facilitate 
the placing of contracts for softwood for 
arrival after that date fresh Open Individual 
Licences will be issued on application. These 
licences will not be limited in quantity, 
value, country of origin or period of validity. 

3. Applications should be made on Form 
1LB/A (Revised) and sent to the Board of 
Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 43, Mars- 
ham-street, London, SWI. Page 1 of the 
form should be completed, but page 2 may 
be left blank and on page 3 and following 
pages applicants should fill in only their 
name and full postal address, the applicant’s 
reference number and the description of 
goods. 


4. For the purposes of these licences soft- 
wood is defined as timber produced from any 
coniferous tree, not further prepared than

hewn, sawn, planed, dressed, tongued, 
grooved, beaded or V-jointed; softwood box- 
boards however prepared; softwood shingles, 
weatherboard, shiplap and dropsiding; soft- 
wood flooring blocks and strips however 
prepared; softwood sleepers and crossing 
timbers; softwood mining timber; softwood 
staves and caskhead timbers however pre- 
pared; softwood telegraph, transmission. 
ladder and scaffold poles. 


Hardwood 


5. Open Individual Licences will now be 
issued for hardwood originating in and con- 
signed from countries other than the follow- 
ines 

(a) The Scheduled Territories, Muscat 
and Oman. (The Scheduled Territories at 
present comprise the British Common- 
wealth (except Canada), British Trust Ter- 
ritories, British Protectorates and Protected 

States. Burma, the Irish Republic, Iceland, 

Iraq, Jordan and Libya.) 

(hb) Bolivia, Canada, Co'ombia, Costa 

Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic. Ecuador. 

Fl Salvador. Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, 


Liberia. Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, 
Philippines, United States of America, 
Venezuela. 


6. Applications for these licences should be 
made in the manner specified in paragraph 3 
above. The licences will not be limited in 
quantity, value or period of validity. The 
Board of Trade, however, reserve the right 
to withdraw or revoke these licences and 
also those referred to in paragraphs 2 and 3 
above if necessary. 


7. For the purposes of these licences hard- 
wood is defined as timber produced from 
any tree other than a coniferous tree, not 
further prepared than hewn, sawn, planed, 
dressed, tongued or grooved; hardwood 
flooring blocks and strips however prepared; 
hardwood staves and caskhead timbers how- 
ever prepared. 


8. Hardwood originating in and consigned 
from the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and 
Oman is covered by the Open General 
Licence and no separate import licences are 
required. 


9. Applications for licences to import 
hardwood originating in and consigned from 
the countries mentioned in sub-paragraph 
(b) of paragraph 5 above should be sent to 
the Ministry of Materials, Timber Direc- 
torate, Lacon House, Theobalds-road, Lon- 
don, WC1. Importers are advised that the 
Timber Directorate will recommend the 
issue of import licences only where they are 
satisfied that the timber is required for an 


essential use or in replacement of timber so 
used, 


Veneers, etc. 


10. With effect from November 13, 1953, 
the Open General Licence referred to in 
Appendix II of Notice to Importers No. 492, 
as subsequently amended, has been extended 
and amended to include veneers and the 
other timber products shown in the 
schedules to this notice. Accordingly, as 
from that date, separate import licences are 
no longer required for these items if originat- 
ing in and consigned from countries other

Timber for House-building 


THE MINISTRY OF Works have confirmes 
that under the new arrangements, described 
above, the limit of 1.6 standards of timber 
per house no longer‘ applies, and builder 
are free to use as much softwood as they 
think fit in the construction of new house: 
and for other purposes.

Wisbech Scheme to Provide Roads and 
Sewers 

Mr. JOHN THOMPSON, AMICE, engineer 
and surveyor to the Borough of Wisbech, 
informs us that his council has agreed to 
purchase land for development of private 
housing estates, with the intention of pro- 
viding roads and sewers in a manner similar 
to the normal development on council 
estates. When these facilities have been pro- 
vided it is proposed to sell off individual 
sites on which private persons can erect 
houses to their own design. 

It is only recently that this scheme has 
been decided upon following a meeting be- 
tween the county planning officer and the 
architects practising in Wisbech, when it was 
emphasised that whilst there was suitable 
land zoned for housing in the development 
plan of the town, owners of the sites so allo- 
cated were unwilling to sell them for hous- 
ing purposes to private individuals since 
the land in this area is very valuable from an 
agricultural point of view, and the owners 
generally find that they can get an adequate 
income from cultivating rather than develop- 
ing the land. 

In the limited cases where owners may 
be prepared to develop there is a general 
lack of capital to lay down for the estate 
roads and sewers, and the Wisbech Council 
feels that in order to give a lead in this 
matter some effort must be made on the lines 
described above. The proposal is very 
much in its infancy at present, as only a 
preliminary approach has been made to the 
owners concerned, and it is too early to give 
details as to its success or otherwise. 


INSTALLATION OF MODERN 
FIREGRATES 


Instruction for Builders

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IN PARLIAMENT 
Air Pollution 


Qs November 9, LreuT.-COLONEL LIPTON 
asked the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government what steps he would take 
to arrange for joint and immediate action by 
himself and the Ministers of Health and 
Fuel and Power to deal with air pollution in 
the London area.

County Development Plans 


On November 9, Mr. REMNANT asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what authorities and bodies were consulted 
before his approval was given in county 
development plans to areas for housing and 
other purposes, 

Mr. MAcMILLAN Said that, in the course 
of preparing their development plans, plan- 
ning authorities consulted all Government 
Departments concerned, local authorities, 
statutory undertakers, trade associations, and 
any other interests which might be affected. 
Following submission of the plan to him, it 
was open to anyone to object to any of its 
provisions and, if necessary, he arranged for 
a public local inquiry. All interested 
Government Departments were also con- 
sulted. 


Vacant Factories 


On November 10, Mr. VIANT asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
whether he was aware that there were no 
powers within the framework of existing 
legislation which would enable borough 
councils to control the future use of factory 
premises vacated by industrial undertakings 
transferred to the new and expanded towns; 
that this made it practically impossible for 
any reduction in the over-industrialisation of 
such boroughs; and if he would give an 
assurance that this problem was receiving 
his consideration. 

Mr. MarpLes said that local planning 
authorities had power, under Section 26 of 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, 
to insist on any use being discontinued, if 
there were good planning reasons for doing 
80, subject to payment of compensation. In 
addition, local authorities could buy vacated 
industrial premises and clear them in the 
Process of redevelopment. The difficulty 
was cost. Industrial premises were apt to 
be very expensive. He feared, therefore, 
that while many vacated factories in fact 
ceased to be used as such, the process of 
extinguishing their use must be slow. 


Private Street Works 


On November 10, Mr. Grey asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
if, in view of the fact that the Private Street 
Works Act was passed in days when there 
Was little vehicular travel on the roads, and 
Private streets were essentially an amenity 
enjoyed by the private tenant, he would, now 
that such streets were used by all and 
Sundry, amend the Act to make the provi- 
sion of private street works a charge upon 
the General Road Fund. 

Mr. MarpLes replied in the negative. 


Unemployed in London 


On November 10, Lizut.-COLONEL LipTON 
asked the Minister of Labour how many 
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building workers were unemployed in the 
London region; and what the corresponding 
figure was last year. 

Mr. HaROLD WATKINSON, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, said that the figures were 
4,601 at October 12, 1953, compared with 
6,343 at October 13, 1952. 


Fuel-saving Appliances 


On November 10, Mr. J. T. Price asked 
the President of the Board of Trade whether, 
in view of the restrictive practices which 
prevailed in the production of domestic fuel- 
saving appliances, he would refer this 
industry to the Monopolies Commission. 

Mr. Henry Strauss said that the Presi- 
dent would only consider making such a 
reference if he had evidence that conditions 
to which the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, 
applied prevailed in this trade. 


Stone in Scottish Building 


On November 10, Mr. PATRICK MAITLAND 
asked the Secretary of State for Scotland 
what suggestions he had received from the 
Building Materials Committee of the 
Scottish Council about the increased use of 
stone in house-building, especially by means 
of standard-sized blocks cut at the quarry, 
and by designing house types which used 
stone for load-bearing, to permit the use of 
cheaper materials for those parts of the 
building which were free from stress; and 
what action he was taking thereon. 

Mr. JAMES Stuart said that the Building 
Materials Committee of the Scottish Council 
reported direct to the Scottish Council, and 
he had not yet received from the Council 
any suggestions or recommendations on this 
subject. When he did, he would give them 
careful consideration, in consultation with 
the Minister of Works. 


Repairs and Rents Bill 


On November 11, Mr. MACMILLAN, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
introduced the Housing Repairs and Rents 
Bill, “to make further provision for the 
clearance and redevelopment of areas of unfit 
housing accommodation, and for securing or 
promoting the reconditioning and mainten- 
ance of houses; and otherwise to amend the 
enactments relating to housing and rent 
control.” The Bill was formally read a first 
time. 


Local Authority Loans 


On November 13, Mr. Boyp-CaRPENTER, 
the Financial Secretary to the Treasury, 
moved the second reading of the Public 
Works Loans Bill. He said it followed the 
pattern of previous legislation on the subject. 
The sum advanced for grants for public 
works would be £500m., the same figure 
as last year, and the total advances, plus 
commitments, had been set at £1,200m. 

During the subsequent debate a Labour 
member, Mr. Eric Fietcuer, said that the 
Minister of Housing, in the debate on the 
Address, had promised a tremendous attack 
on the slums; local authorities were to be 
urged to build new houses at the present 
rate and were to be given vast new powers 
to acquire slum property in advance of their 
ability to demolish it and to put dilapidated 
houses into repair. Local authorities, especi- 
ally the poorest, would require big sums of 
money. It had caused him much consterna- 
tion, therefore, to find in the Bill that no 
more money was to be provided for local 
authorities this year than last year. Had 
the Minister been stopped by the Treasury? 
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Had the Treasury imposed a veto on 
slum-clearance programme? Was the 
ter’s speech all a parade of ballyhoo? I 
all very well for the Minister to urge 
authorities to do this work, but unless 

Treasury provided the money no amount 
urging would do any good. 

The Bill was read a second time. 


FIRE RESISTANCE OF 
REINFORCED CONCRETE 
COLUMNS 


New BRS Report 


THe BuimtpInG RESEARCH STATION has 
produced the sixth of a series of reports on 
fire-resistance. The report,* published on 
November 12, describes an investigation of 
the relationships between the fire-resistance 
of reinforced concrete columns and the 
applied load, the concrete strength, the 
column size and the design of the reinforce- 
ment. 

The columns tested were square in cross- 
section and varied in thickness from 8 to 19 
inches. Portland cement and gravel aggre- 
gates proportioned to give cube strengths 
varying from 2,250 to 5,000 Ib. sq. in. at an 
age of 28 days. The columns matured for 
periods varying from seven months to two 
years, nine months. 

Under test the columns had a length of 
10 feet exposed to a furnace while a load was 
applied hydraulically. The tests were 
carried out in accordance with the standard 
fire-resistance test procedure specified in 
British Standard 476, with the exception that 
the specimens were tested until collapse and 
the water test and reloading test were omitted 
for this purpose. 

The investigation has yielded much in- 
formation on the effect on the fire resistance 
of reinforced concrete columns of such 
factors as applied load, concrete strength. 
column size and the method of reinforcing 
the concrete. 

The spalling of the concrete cover of the 
main reinforcing bars at high temperature 
was found to increase the rate of tempera- 
ture rise of the bars and the concrete core 
of the column. It is possible to increase con- 
siderably the fire resistance of a column by 
wrapping a light mesh reinforcement around 
the main bars before concreting. This holds 
the concrete cover in place during a fire so 
that it protects the bars and the core of the 
column even though it has itself ceased to 
carry load. 

The paper describes test conditions, the 
behaviour of the various columns under test 
and the effects of various factors on the 
behaviour of the test pieces. The test data 
and results are given in a comprehensive 
series of tables and diagrams.

Rebuilding the City

1 am sure,” added Mr. Hill, “have taken 
very much to heart the Prime Minister’s 
plea that they should consult their clients 
without any further delay and prepare com- 
plete working drawings so that we builders 
are not held up when we start on our 
tremendous task.” 


“New Building Programme Demands 
More Apprentices ” 


Mr. GERALD Hitt, president of the 
London Master Builders’ Association, was the 
guest of honour of Central Area No. | at a 
luncheon at Derry and Toms last week. Mr. 
A. A. Thorne, chairman of the Area, 
presided. 

“ Quite a lot is happening at the moment,” 
said Mr. Hill, “ which directly affects our 
future. In the past month or so we have 
had a spate of Government publications. 
From these, two important points emerge. 
The first is that the cost of building is too 
high. We must take this matter seriously, 
and every one of us should personally 
examine his own organisation to see what 
can be done. 

“ The second point is that the Government 
has now accepted our oft-repeated pleading 
that it is no use going on building houses 
if at the same time we let an equal number 
fall into disrepair and disuse. A challenge 
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io the industry has now been made in the 
latest of the White Papers. This means that 
if we can improve our productivity and 
lower our costs, there will be years of work 
lying ahead for all of us. I hope that the 
materials producers have noted this, and 
that it will give them confidence to develop 
their resources to ensure that we have ready 
to hand, and not 12 months away, the mater- 
ials essential for these purposes. 

“This long and promising building pro- 
gramme will, sooner or later, bring us right 
up against what is probably one of our most 
urgent problems, apprenticeship. We are 
privileged to be employers in a great indus- 
try, and that privilege calls for the carrying 
out of a duty—to see that the industry is 
properly staffed with trained craftsmen for 
the future. 1 challenge every member here 
to-day to say that it is not possible for him 
to take on one apprentice more than he has 
at the present time. If every builder in the 
country would do just that, a large part of 
our anxiety about the future of the building 
industry would disappear.”

More than 20 building apprentices re- 
ceived prizes from Mr. Gerald Hill, 
president of the LMBA, at a ceremony

Reorganisation of Housing and 
Valuation Departments 

THE London County Council, meeting on 

Tuesday, had before them a recommen- 

dation of the general purposes committee 

that as from Apri] 1, 1954, two separate de- 

nts—a housing management depart- 

ment and a valuation department—be set up 

in place of the present housing and valuation 
department. 

The present functions of the director of 
housing and valuer fall into two groups, one 
of which he discharges as the Council’s chief 
officer for housing work, and the other as 
the Council's valuer and estate agent. The 
former group comprises the giving of advice 
on housing policy in general; the manage- 
ment and maintenance of over 200 housing 
estates; the erection of 300 dwellings a year 
by direct labour, and a programme of 
modernisation of old dwellings carried out 
by direct labour; control of development 
entrusted to private architects; and control 
of cottage estate development by staff 
seconded from the chief engineer’s depart- 
ment. The other group of functions includes 
acquisition of land and property for all ser- 
vices of the Council; management (including 
letting) and maintenance of property 
acquired for immediate or ultimate demoli- 
tion In connection with all services, or newly 
acquired property pending occupation by the 
srvice concerned, of surplus property await- 
ing disposal, and of corporate property; de- 
molition, clearance and handing over of 
acquired sites; rating, assessment and statis- 
tical work; and land survey work for all 
services as required. 


Bearing in mind that the number of dwel- 
lings managed or maintained by the housing 
and valuation department has risen to 
170,000, and is increasing by more than 9,000 
every year, the committee think that the time 
has come when the functions of advising on 
housing policy, and of managing and main- 
aiming this immense and growing group of 
Properties, are sO Onerous as to require the 
undivided attention of one chief officer, and 
that the heavy responsibility of acting as 
valuer and estate agent for all services of the 
Council should be separately provided for. 


The general purposes committee also re- 
commend that Mr. J. E. J. Toole, FRICS, at 
Present deputy director of housing and 
deputy valuer, be appointed as valuer in 
charge of the new valuation department at 
4 salary, personal to him, of £3,500 a year; 
and that the salary for the position of direc- 
‘or of housing (which will be advertised) be 
£3,000 a year, which would normally be the 
salary also for the position of valuer. 


The committee also propose that by 
April 1 next, responsibility for the Council’s 
Programme of out-county cottage estates 
Work and for substantial schemes for 
modernising old dwellings shall be allocated 
‘© the Council’s architect. 


Holland House: Preservation of 
Central Feature Abandoned 


Pe HE town planning committee state that 
; Council in December, 1952, approved a 
“apital estimate of liability of £15,000 for the 
Preservation of the fabric of the arcades and 
‘entte-piece of the south front and the 
— floor of the east wing of Holland 
Ouse, Kensington. The condition of other 
Parts of the building was such that there 
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was no reasonable course o b - 
molish them. ee 


During recent months there has been a 
marked deterioration in the condition of the 
building and urgent works for making safe 
part of the structure have been necessary. 
The examination of the building which has 
so far been possible during the course of 
these works has shown that the preservation 
of the central feature of the south front 
above ground floor level cannot now be con- 
templated and it is proposed to leave only 
the arcades and the ground floor of the 
central portion. It is desirable that the work 
of preservation should follow on immedi- 
ately after the work of making safe. Because 
of the necessity for careful treatment of those 
features considered worthy of presérvation, 
the employment of a specialist firm experi- 
enced in such work is desirable. 


The committee accordingly recommend 
that standing order 225 be suspended to 
enable works to the structure of Holland 
House to be undertaken by a specialist firm 
without the invitation of tenders or quota- 
tions. 


BUILDERS’ FOREMEN AND 
CLERKS OF WORKS 


London Association’s Dinner 


A BOUT three hundred and fifty members

Annual Report 


The council of the British Cast Iron Re- 
search Association has published its annual 
report for the year ending June 30 last.

Staffs School Building Programme 


Staffordshire Education Committee’s 1954- 
55 building programme has been approved 
by the Minister of Education. The major 
building projects will cost £1,119,950. The 
Minister has also approved the reserve pro- 
gramme, involving £319,150. In addition, 
£95,150 has been allocated for minor build- 
ing projects in the same year. 


Versailles Exhibition 


The National Book League Exhibition, 
“ Versailles: the Chateau and its History in 
Books and Pictures,” organised by Mr. 
Desmond Flower in collaboration with M. 
René Varin, Cultural Counsellor at the 
French Embassy, was opened on November 
14 at 7, Albemarle-street, Piccadilly, 
London, WI. The exhibition continues 
until January 16 (Mondays to Saturdays, 
11 am to 5 pm). Admission is 1s. 3d. 


Experimental House Construction 


Coventry Housing Committee has accepted 
an invitation by the Building Research 
Station to take part in a study of the 
economics of alternative forms of housing 
construction. The object is to obtain inform- 
ation on the contribution that factory-made 
components can make to the house-building 
programme, The committee has decided in 
principle to co-operate in a scheme for the 
building of 120 experimental houses at 
Willenhall, near Coventry. A final decision 
is to be deferred until tenders have been 
obtained and costs ascertained. 


West of England Quantity Surveyors 


A meeting of the West of England branch 
of the Institute of Quantity Surveyors was 
held in Bristol on October 30. The branch 
chairman, Mr. G. T. West, welcomed mem- 
bers of the Bristol Association of Clerks of 
Works and Builders’ Foremen to the meet- 
ing. An interesting discussion took place and 
questions of mutual interest to the quantity 
surveyor, the clerk of works and the general 
foreman were very thoroughly ventilated. 
Mr. C. Oram, chairman of the Bristol 
Association of Clerks of Works and Builders’ 
Foremen, said he hoped further joint meet- 
ings would be arranged. 


Provision for Old Age 


The Committee on the Economic and 
Financial Problems of the Provision for Old 
Age, under the chairmanship of Sir Thomas 
Phillips, has now reached the stage when 
they would welcome evidence from indi- 
viduals and organisations interested in their 
terms of reference. These are to review the 
economic and financial problems involved in 
providing for old age, having regard to the 
prospective increase in the number of the 
aged, and also to make recommendations 
regarding these. It should be noted that the 
committee is concerned with the economic 
and financial problems arising from the 
changing age structure of the population, 
and not with specific levels of provision for 
the individual pensioner. Evidence in the 
form of written memoranda should be sub- 
mitted to the Joint Secretaries, Treasury 
Chambers, Great George-street, SW1, not 
later than March 31, 1954.

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Information on Plastics 


The British Plastics Federation’s informa- 
tion bureau, founded nine years ago to pro- 
vide technical information on plastics, is now 
dealing with over 5,000 inquiries a year. The 
library includes technica] journals from all 
parts of the world dealing with plastics. As 
part of the information service these jour- 
nals, now numbering 150, are regularly 
abstracted. The abstracts are classified for 
reference and are also published and circu- 
lated by subscription to almost all countries 
of the world. Twelve monthly issues are pub- 
lished in two forms—printed on one side 
only, so that they can be pasted up into a 
form of card index, or printed on both sides. 
The charge is the same for each—10 gns. 
per annum, post free, from the Federation 
offices, 47, Piccadilly, London, W1. 


BATTERSEA POWER STATION 


Developments in Chimney Design 


ERECTION of the 
Battersea “B” 
been completed. 

Work began on the chimney, which is 
350 ft. high, in July last year. The design 
presented many problems to the engineers 
and contractors. The smoke-washing pro- 
cess takes place within the chimney shaft 
and tower and this, in conjunction with the 
heat and sulphurous fumes, would cause 
damage to concrete and steel not adequately 
protected or treated. Thus, although the 
new chimney looks exactly the same as the 
existing chimneys, which have so long been 
a London landmark, it incorporates modern 
improvements made in the light of 
experience. 

Completion of the chimney represents the 
last stage of the constructional work carried 
out at Battersea for the British Electricity 
Authority by Taylor Woodrow (Construc- 
tion), Ltd. Other works, which were started 
in 1950, have included extensions to the 
boiler house, switch house and_ turbine 
house, and a new office building.

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BETTER USE OF HOUSEs 


Freer Exchange of Tenancies and 
Adjustment of Rents Advocated 


To make the best use of houses in England 

and Wales local authorities should 
examine afresh transfers and exchanges of 
council house. tenancies, and the rents of 
their houses. This is a conclusion of the 
Housing Management Sub-Committee of the 
Central Housing Advisory Committee jp 
their fourth report, “ Transfers, Exchanges 
and Rents ” (HMSO, price 1s. 9d.), presented 
to Mr. Harold Macmillan, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, and published 
on November 12. 

A copy of the report has been sent to 
housing authorities. A covering circular 
says that the Minister concurs in the report's 
recommendations. 

The committee say that an active policy 
of transfers (from one council house to 
another) and exchanges (between council 
tenants and tenants of private landlords) can 
achieve three valuable results: spare accom- 
modation will not be wasted, people will be 
more contentedly housed, and local authori- 
ties will be more certain what sizes of coun- 
cil houses are needed. 

Another recommendation is that when 
planning new estates, local authorities should 
include dwellings of different sizes and types, 
so that tenants may not have to move from 
familiar surroundings when they need a 
home of another size 

On council house rents, the report urges 
all councils who have not already done so 
to consider a complete review of their post- 
1919 rents, so that the rent of each dwelling 
may be fairly related te its size, location and 
amenities. 


RECRUITMENT TO BUILDING 


“Not Enough Youths Undergoing Craft 
Training ” 

CONCERN that not enough youths were 
undergoing craft training at technical col- 
leges for the building industry, was expressed 
at the fourth annual dinner of the Wolver- 
hampton and District Clerks of Works and 
Building Foremen’s Association, by MR 
C. L. OLp, principal of the Wolverhampton 
and Staffordshire Technical College. — 

Mr. A. G. Buck, treasurer of the National 
Federation of Clerks of Works, said that 
since 1946, 50 technical colleges had offered 
courses, and more than 40 had actually run 
them, but none had had the response they 
expected or should have had. Mr. Buck 
went on to appeal to builders to get 
together with your technical colleges. 

Efficiency gained would help to stifle the 
cries that building was too slow, that costs 
were too high and supervision bad, said Mr. 
Buck. One could not learn to be a cou 
man in a classroom but many things coul 
be learned there from the experienced man. 
There would be greater efficiency in shorte! 
time. en”

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OVERSEAS BUILDING 


[From Our Own Correspondents] 


Ecuador——A number of road-building 
projects are planned for the Republic of 
Ecuador in Central America. - These are to 
be administered by the National Roads Com- 
mission, a corporate body attached to the 
Ministry of Public Works. The work is 
scheduled to take five years and will cost 
$2im. a year. The roads include the com- 
pletion of the Pan American highway, the 
Quito-Santo Domingo-Esmeraldas highway, 
the Quito-Santo Domingo-Chone highway, 
the Duran-Tambo highway, the Giron- 
Pasaje highway, and a bridge over the River 
Guayas. 

The following hydro-electric projects are 
also in hand: the Cununyacu project at 
Quito which will cost $24m., the Rio Verde 
project which will cost $14m., the Riobamba 
project which will cost $1m., the Cuenca 
project which will cost $700,000, and the 
Loja project which will cost $800,000. The 
most important project is the one concerning 
the Port of Guayaquil which comes under 
the Highways Committee of Guayas. Com- 
plete engineering reports have already been 
prepared at an estimated cost of $8m. A 
bridge over the River Guayas and the build- 
ing of the new port at Guayaquil, all of 
which form part of the Committee’s pro- 
gramme, will require foreign financing. 

Irrigation projects which come under the 
National Irrigation Fund are also in course 
of preparation. Full details are available 
from this organisation which is an agency 
of the Ecuadorian Government subordinate 
to the Ministry of Public Works. The 
entire scheme will cover 250,000 acres and 
cost $7im. Completion of the work is due 
in 1962. 

Granaries and silos are also planned to 
assist the agricultural expansion programme. 
Many other schemes are in course of pre- 
paration most of which will receive aid 
under the United Nations Point Four Plan 
and other international agencies. 


Kenya.—A Central Housing Board under 
the chairmanship of the Deputy Governor 
has been set up to deal with the pressing 
and important work of providing more 
African housing in urban areas. A large 
scheme to provide housing for 15,000 
Africans and Arabs at Mombasa is already 
well advanced, and discussions are taking 
Place to see how the Board can best assist 
the early building of more houses for 
Africans at other centres, particularly in or 
fear the city of Nairobi. The Board has 
a £2m. loan and other funds for its purposes. 


Mexico.—The Mexican Government is to 
allocate about £74m. on civil construction 
work in various ports. The improvements 
to be undertaken include the dredging of 
harbours, construction of warehouses and 
docks and other port installations to facili- 
late shipping. The programme also includes 
the construction of roads and railways lead- 
ing from the coasts inland, the improvement 
of lighting, paving and zoning facilities in 
many ports and the introduction of drink- 
Ing-Water systems. 


Singapore.—Major housing, public works 
and irrigation projects are planned in the 
Federation of Singapore. The Federal 
Public Works Department are planning to 
spend $184m. Malayan in the next ten years. 
Major projects envisaged include a 200-mile- 
long road from Port Swettenham through 

Uala Lumpur to Kuantan which will cost 
$135m. and take eight years to build. The 
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reconstruction of the East Coast road from 
Kuantan to Kuala Trengganu is being 
accelerated and will be completed in about 
five years at a cost of approximately $9m. 
In addition $15m. will be spent on. recon- 
struction of the main trunk road from Johore 
Bahru to the Thar border. More than 100 
bridges are to be rebuilt at a cost of at least 
$25m. and these will take some five years 
to complete. 

Construction is expected to start between 
1954 and 1960 on a new $25m. power 
station. When the new station is in service 
the present plant at Prai will be closed. 

A new satellite town on the fringe of 
Singapore City is to be built. It will be 
called Queenstown and will have its own 
factories, schools, community buildings and 
full amenities. Eleven thousand flats will be 
constructed as well as 300 shops and seven 
schools. The Singapore Improvement Trust 
is in charge of the project which will take 
five years to build and cost $80m. 

The Drainage and Irrigation Department 
is to embark on a $5m. scheme which in a 
few years will serve 27,000 acres of paddy 
land in North Trengganu. 


Soviet Turkmenia.—Many new theatres, 
cinemas and libraries are to be built in Soviet 
Turkmenia. The largest of these buildings 
in Ashkabad, the capital of the republic, 
will be the Drama Theatre, which will accom- 
modate 800 people. A new cinema with two 
halls is being built on Stalin Prospect and 
will be completed next year. Work on the 
plans for another cinema has been completed. 
Several cinemas are being built in other parts 
of Turkmenia. Work will soon be started 
on cinemas in the regional centre of Mary 
and the district centre of Kunya-Urgench. 
Extensive plans are being made to build other 
cultural institutions, including a big film 
studio which will enable Turkmenia to pro- 
duce five or six films a year. Plans are 
shortly to be drawn up for a Theatre of 
Opera and Ballet, which will stand on the 
City Square of Ashkabad. At the end of 
this year work is to start on the building 
of premises for the Turkmenian School of 
Music, including an auditorium seating 500 
persons. Plans are being completed for the 
Press House, which will accommodate book 
publishing houses, editorial offices of five 
newspapers and two magazines and a big 
printing works. The new building for the 
Public Library of the Turkmenian Republic 
will be on an even larger scale. There will 
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be several reading-rooms and a number of 
halls and rooms for lectures, and various 
periodicals. 

Thailand—tThe Thailand Ministry of 
Defence is to set up a tannery plant at a 
cost of approximately £450,000. A meat 
cannery is to be set up by the same Ministry 
in the province of Nakorn Rajasima, and fish 
canneries are planned for some coastal pro- 
vinces. A tinplate factory is to be erected 
at Phuket to produce containers for food- 
stuffs and pharmaceuticals. The Ministry of 
Economic Affairs proposes to set up factories 
in the province of Cholburi. The Ministry 
of Industries has a number of plans on hand, 
among which are the building of an iron 
foundry and steel mill at Kanchanaburi at 
a cost of about £3}m. It will have a capacity 
of 100 tons of steel] per day. An alum 
factory is also to be built, costing £570,000, 
and a chemical plant costing £334,000. 

The Department of Irrigation is to erect 
a cement works costing £800,000 at Ta Klee 
in Nakorn Sawarn province. Its initial 
capacity will be 60,000 tons a year. A second 
unit of the same capacity is to be erected 
later. The works are to be run by a semi- 
government company. Offers to provide the 
plant have been received from various firms, 
but no decision has yet been announced. 


CANADIAN FAIR 
Prefabricated Buildings Section 

A MEETING was held in London recently 
between Canadian Government officials and 
representatives of the British prefabricated 
building industry to discuss the organisation 
of a proposed United Kingdom prefabri- 
cated building section at the Canadian Inter- 
national Fair, to be held in Toronto from 
May 31 to June 11 next year. It was stated at 
the meeting that this would be the first time 
that the prefabricated building industry had 
been represented at the Fair, and that it 
was thought that local authorities concerned 
with housing development, estate develop- 
ment groups and companies with housing 
and building requirements would take 
advantage of seeing what the British industry 
had to offer. Last year expenditure on new 
home construction in Canada amounted to 
$412m. It was also stated that it was 
“most improbable” that any import duty 
or sales tax would be imposed on prefabri- 
cated buildings, as the Government's policy 
was to reduce tariffs. Since the meeting a 
large number of the leading prefabricated 
building manufacturers are reported to have 
approached Canadian Government repre- 
sentatives in Britain on the subject of exhi- 
biting at the Fair.
